Taz Pitcuen Prant.--This plant abounds in the 
| stony and arid parts of the Island of Java, from which 
were it not for this vegetable wonder, small birds and 


quadrupeds would be forced to migrate in quest of 
water. At the foot stalk of each leaf is a small bag 
shaped exactly like a pitcher, furnished with a lid, 
and having a kind of hinge that passes over the handle 
of the pitcher, and connects it with the leaf. This 
hinge is a strong fibre which contracts in showery 
weather and when the dew falls. Numerous little 
goblets filled with sweet fresh water are thus held 
forth, and afford a delicious draught to the tiny ani- 
mals that climb their branches, and to a great variety 
of winged visitants.

SCOTLAND. 


Style of preaching—Intelligence of the Peogle— 
Common Schools—Religious Instruction in 
Families—Expository Preaching—Catechetical 
Instruction by Ministers— Use of such means in 
England and the United States. 


To the Editor of the Vermont Chronicle : 

Sir,—The preaching of English ministers of | 
all denominations is, in general, less inteliectual | 
than that which is common in Scotland. In that | 
country, some of the clergymen are methodical 
and exact to an extreme, in the composition aud 
delivery of their sermons. ‘Their discourses re. 
semble lectures prepared for a body of learned 
men, rather than addresses calculated to instruct 
and edify a mixed audience; they are, conse. 
quently, dry and unimpressive, Almost all the 
ministers in Scotland that preach without notes, 
deliver their discourses from memory ; and hence, 
as a matter of course, their mode of preparing 
for the duties of the Sabbath is of the most !abo. 
rious and exhausting kind. The intelligence of 
the great body ofthe Scotch people, and their 
extensive information on theological subjects, 
make them careful to secure, and able to appre- 
ciate, a learned and an orthodox ministry.— 
‘* Whoever has resided for any length of time in 
the Lowlands of Scotland, must have been struck 
with the vast superiority of the middle and lower 
classes of that part of Britain, in respect to gene- 
ral information, to those in a similar condition of 
life in England. This fact presents itself as one 
of the most striking features of the Scottish char- 
acter ; and the re-action of this state of things is 
powerfully witnessed in the solid, and masculine, 
and intelligent tone which it gives to the produc- 
tions of the pulpit, and to vital religion in gene. 
ral, wherever it exists. ‘The gospel has here to 
work upon a well informed and thinking popula. 
tion, and a corresponding aspect evidently per. 
vades the community of decided believers in that 
enlightened country.” 

As I have touched on this point, I cannot re- 
frain from mentioning what I conceive to be some 
of the causes of that superiority by which the 
inhabitants of Scotland, as a body, are confessed.
